2. Claims 1 -2, 4-1 7, 1 9-2 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Amendments to the independent claims have overcome the prior art rejections. 
These amendments distinguish the evacuation apparatus, mattress, and bed 

surface. 

Hemphill '487, Post '406, and Roberts et al. '729 teach an apparatus placed 
underneath a mattress that is used for removing an invalid in the need for evacuation. 
All references fail to teach transverse lines to fold the tray when an adjustable bed is 
adjusted and locking mechanisms to hold the rigidity of the tray to support the patient. 
These features are novel to the claimed invention and would not have been obvious 
features at the time of this application.
